Washington, July IO.—Two concrete 
propositions are under consideration 
by progressive Republicans who are 
opposed to Messrs. Taft aud Sherman. 
They are: 
F irst—That President Taft shall ba 
asked to quit the race. 
Second—That the progressives shall 
issue a statement, in which It shall be 
set forth that Mr. Taft is not the legal 
nominee of the party, that it Is his 
duty to retire, and, failing to do so, 
that every progressive 
shall 
be at 
liberty to support any national ticket 
that may suit his fancy. 
The progressives are divided. Some 
of the supporters of Robert M. La Fol­ 
lette are certain to line up behind one 
or the other of the propositions above 
outlined. 
In the absence of evidence 
to the contrary, it is assumed by party 
leaders here that Mr. La Follette will 
stand pat in the campaign, 
it is the 
general expectation that he will re­ 
main in the Republican party, but will 
not give active support to Mr. Taft. 
A petition addressed to the presi­ 
dent, asking him to decline the nomi­ 
nation on the ground that 
he was 
named in part by delegates who had 
no moral right to sit in the Chicago 
convention, has been prepared by Rep­ 
resentative Rollin R. Reese of Kansas. 
A like petition has been prepared by 
other progressives. 
Mr. Rees 
said 
that his petition would be circulated 
in due season, and that he was hopeful 
that it would be signed by many Re­ 
publicans. 


T e x t of Roes Petition. 


The text of the petition follows: 
Mr. President: The Republican par­ 
ty. in our Judgment, is in a perilous 
position by reason of the unprecedent­ 
ed proceedings of the Chicago conven 
tlon. 
It is freely charged that*tli1? Re­ 
publican national committee, in pro 
paring the temporary roll of the con 
vention. ignored 
the expressed will 
of the rank and file of the Republican 
voters 
in choosing

to that convention, and in many In 
stances seated delegates who had nev 
er been elected to that body; 
and 
that these high-handed 
proceedings 
were carried to the extent of turning 
a minority into a majority, and that 
this illegally constituted majority pro­ 
ceeded to ratify the action of the 
committee, and to make nominations 
for president and vice president of the 
United States; and that you, Mr Pres­ 
ident, owe your title to the Repub­ 
lican nomination to the presidency to 
the votes of those illegally seated del 
egates.
